2. That noxc are Impriſencd (really) in Exglen, 
but ſach as ought not to be, 2.e. rhe poorer ſort, who 
are utterly unable to pay ; whereas thoſe who are (ol- 
vent, cam give ſecurity to the Gaolors,and with their 
Silver key, aſe when,and whither they pleaſe, And 

that by hal meanes the Priſons for Debt,are Sanc- 
frearies for Knaves, Purgatorics for Chriſtians, waie- 
houſes, and Shops for the Lawyers, and their mini- - 
ſters, Bayliffes, 8c. and@aOlors (a1l the worft of men) 
and Slaughter-houſes for the Diycll. 
* 3,, That thoſe who bave moft need of Tuftice, and 
are moſt injured, (the pawpers) ſeldome, or never ob- 
taine any Iufticc, or Equity ; it being as impoſſible to 
promove a Suit either inthe Common Law,or (hancery 
with a paepers purſe, as to moye a Mountaine with a 
Childs or Sick mans ſtrength. 
4+ That it will be impoſſible to adminifer relief, 
er Inſtice to theſe Indigent perſons ; unleſfe Intayl'd 
cſtares, but moſt eſpecially fraudu!ent Settlements of 
eftares in Marriages (or otherwiſe) be queſtioned,and 
examined in their bzhalfe, aud as there ſhall appeare 
Cauſe, be rendered reſponſible. It being Incumbent 
vn all Supreme Courts of Indicature to Fran Reliefe 
again ſuch Frauds, which neither could be prevented 
Law, nor can be relieved by the ordinary rules of 
Equity. And that ic may be conſidered, that all Set- 
tlements of Eſtates eirher before, or after the Debt 
conr2&ed ( being coders anime fallend!, with the ſame 
purpoſe of decciving) are equally fraudulent ; the bor- 
vs rower 


rower well krow:ng that by a private ſettlement of bis 
whole eſtate, be had made himſelf irreſponſible,which 
the Lender could got know; but conceived that him- 
ſelfand Heirebeing obliged by bond ſhould have beth 
been lyable to give ſatisfaRion with the eſtate, which 
belonged unto the Borrower, 

5, Thar the firſt Inſtitution of Intailes was 10 Fes, 
the 1 his Reigge,on purpoſe to kecpe the Normans a- 
bour him, who were felling their Eſtates in Englars, 
and returhing into Normandy , but this afterwards was 
derived to the Nobility, and Genery of rhis Nations 
which(however)is not likero the Lawes of the eds 
and Perſians, unalterable , for we find that there is no 
Intaile whatſoever, but is,or may be,cut off by Levi- 
:og 2 Fine,or by AR of Parliament,to ſerve the turnes 
of the owners; and why this ought nor to be done.to 

ſatizfic Common Iaſtice, no good reaſon (as T con- 
ceive,under favour)can be givenzwhar is pret for 
the preſerving of families ; It may be alledged by mg» 
ny Credicors that by the preſerving of one Family 
(which is often alſo deRroyed with Pride, Riot; and 
Loxury) ten others,,and ſome of them,of. 2s good, or 
better quality then che other, may bee, and often are 
rvined. That all [atail'deſtates of Debtors by the free 
and full execution of the Lawes are totally lyable to 


the (atisfaRion of Debts during the Life of the fcb;- 


.tor;whereby theWife,and E hildren are,or may be re» 
duced to extreame want,and miſery ; whereas by the 
ſelling of thoſe Eſtater all parties m1y be reheved and 
preſerved. Sothat an A&to this purpoſe will appear 
rather an amicable, & conſcientious Compofirion,and 
preſervation on all parts , then any way.injurious; 
whenon the contrary.the Debtors eſtate being exten- 
ded during his life, the Wife and Children doe mof 
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_ -ntintrieally and viichriſtiarlikeexpeR,if not dc fire or 


conttive the untimely death of Husband, +nd Parear, 
end many times all periſh by an irrational] & yngod! 
obſtinaty,asmany Inſtances io this kind may be giver, 
For the Diſcovery of able Debtors Concealed 
| Eftates. 


6. That all Maſters of. Priſons (eſpecially of the 
© pper- Bench) deliver in the nwmes of thoſe Securities, 
which they have received forthoſe Priſoners who lye 
in the Rulcs, and goe at large; or feighely guarded. 
Andthar thoſe whore Security for tuch Priſoners, 
may alſo xr it the Names of che collateral! Se- 
ics from che Priſoners to ſave themſelves barm- 
lefle, and likewiſe that all fuch perſons, who' ſhall be 
ſaſpe&ed by the Creditors to have any of the Deb- 
tors eſtates infrufted with chem; may'be firifly exa- 


mined to chat purpoſe.-—And'alt this to te done y 
Oith or » fall Declararion;tnd arreftarion of the Fre- 


miſſes under their hand-writings witneſſed ; and thar 
che falfifying cither of Oath or hand in this kind may 
be pra as Felony. The detaining of avy mans 
eſtate after the time of the Creditor or owhers Con- 
ſent is expired, being of 'the ſame nature, and detri- 
ment co the party injured,as the taking the fame from 
bim by ſtealth or force : And that Frands, and wil-
